Coi'ntri«:s  adjoiniiig  the  Mississippi. 

 Made  during  a  vifit  to  the  City  of  New- 

Orliahs,  in  the  year  1801.

THE  MituiTippi,  pronounced  by  the  na- 
tives JUscbusipt,  after  a  courfc  of  3000 
miles,  and  recciv.ng  the  tributary  dreams  ot 
the  iinmenlc  rivers  Miirouri,  Cuniberland, 
TennefTee,  Ohio,  and  many  others  ;  tM  which, 
far  fiirpa!;,  inextcht  ami  magnitude,  every  ri- 
ver that  empties  into  the  Atlantic,  the  St. 
Laurence  excepted,  difembogues  through  fev- 
eial  cliEiincls  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  in  N. 
lut.  29.  9,  and  82.  10.  W.  long,  from  Green- 
wich; 

The  approach  to  this  river,  by  fea,  is 
known  by  .;n  inliant  change  in  the  colour  of 
the  wr.tei ,  from  b)i<ck  or  dark  fea-green  to 
whitifh;  next  clayey,  ant!,  laltly  a  very  mud- 
dy, frothy  water,  witli^jjandin^s  from  70  to 
50  fathoms  at  about  tenjeagues  from  the 
coati,  graciuslly  tiii.-iinilhBg  to  four  fathoms 
at  the  dillance  of  three  Tc^agues,  when  thc 
water  becomes  abruptly  more  d'.fcoloiired  and 
yellow.— Uirtcl'.y  off  the  month  of  the  river 
the  water  refenibh-s  du  ty  ibap-fuds  ;  every 
change  of  Colour  is  (Irongly  difhnjruilhed  ; 
you  pafs  Ikrpugh  one  to  the  other  in  an  in- 
(lant.  The  wat*r  at  the  mouth  of  the  river 
is  quite  frelh.  The  pilot:  dri:ik  it,  fcoopin;-; 
it  up  in  then  1.  I'  ,  r lie  ulual  mode  of  allay- 
ing  thnll  by  all  who  navigate  this  imnien'e 
river. 

The  entrance  ot"  the  river  is  very  flifKcuh, 
there  being  no  fandmarlSs  atong  the  1  null, 
which  is  very  low,  and  fcarcely  difteniabie  at 

fourieagnes  diftance  Should  a  velfel  fall  in 

with  the  land  on  either  fide  of  the  narrow  pro- 
longation of  the  continent  UTQligh  which  the 
Miffiifidpi  p?.!Tes  into  the  gu'f  of  Mexico,  me 
will,  in  all  probability  get  tn:bayed,  and  be  o- 
bligecl  to  wait  a  change  of  wind  feveral  days 
to  beat  out.  This  circumstance  very  fre- 
quently happens. 

The  1'iores  afeng  the  roaft  are  lined  with 
innumerable  trees,  «rftch  are  wafted,  and  are 
conftantly  floating  down  the  Miffiffippi.  The 
appearance  is  not  .::ilike  a  vafl  mall  and  fpar 
yard.  The  trees  are  very  large,  and  on  reach- 
ing the  mouth  oi  tiie  river,  arc  driven  afliorc 
by  the  winds  and  tides ;  foirie  are  carried  out 
to  fea,  and  are  to  be  met  with  at  a  great  du- 
tancc  from  land.  Tl-.efe  trees  accumulating 
become  a  monad,  which  airells  the  muddy  ie- 
diment  of  the  river,  and  in  propels  of  time, 
form  numerous  rn^il  iflancU, trhicfa  conftantly 
incrfafiftg  mid  itaitt&g,  at  ler.gtii  become  part 

of  the  continent  Phis  new  land  is  fii  ft  cov. 

■;icd  witli  bull  ri'.lhes— then  with  bulhes  re- 
Icnibling  aldeis,  and  laftly,  with  afli  and  pth'ci 
forcll  tieti.  The  whole  country  bordering-  in 
the  mouth  of  the  Mifliflippi  has  been  thus 
made  ;  and  the  probability  is,  that  ail  the  land 
on  both iides  of  the  livtrfrom  Ibberviik-  down- 
wards a  dilrance  between  two  &.  three  hundVca 
miles,  has  origin  ited  from  the  ailuvions  and 
depolits  of  this  iriiudy  ftream.  It  mufl  re- 
quire i  CMilidc table  time  ere  thi.i  new  land 
can  become  ulc-ful.  Where  the  prefect  Balife 
is  er'efted,  the  ground  was  to  low,  that  earth 
was  brought  to  elevate  the  foundation  for  the 
Beacon,  Guard  and  Pilot  houfes.  The  Tut 
of  the  old  Halite,  which  was  built  in  1734,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river  is  now  more  than  twe- 
nties above.  The  prel'ent  Balifr  was  con- 
Hi  ufted  in  1766,  by  Don  Antonio  d'Ulloa,  on 
I  linali  iflaad  Dear  the  fouth-eaft  entrance  of 
the  river,  of  which  about  thirty  years  before, 
there  was  not  the  leal!  ippearance.  In  con- 
verfation  with  an  experienced  officer  in  the 
Spanilh  navy  a  coloniu  of  Louifiana,  on  the 
fubjeft  of  this  prolongation  of  the  continent, 
he  informed  the  writtr  of  thefe  obfervations, 
that  111  the  fummer  1800  he  remarked  a  new 
i.'land  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. — That  not 
jjiaBT^eara  ago,  when  laying  at  Point  La 
Hache,  between  the  B<-life  and  New-Orleans, 
a  feaman  died  on  beard  his  (hip— .they  tent  on 
hioretoruake  a  grave,.fcm  could  not  tind  fuf- 
hcient  fum  earth  to  bury  him.  This  iJace 
has  finre  become  foiid  land.  He  could  a!fo 
receded  when  Plaquemines,  where  the  fort 
now  ftaada  was  all  a  qusgmire.  M.  V..ndre- 
uil,  formerly  Gove,  nor  of  Loaifiana.  in  a  let- 
ter date<l  Septcmb'r  21,  1752,  remarks, 
"  There  is inScite  difficulty  in  fettling  tow. 
ards  the  mouth  of  the  river  Miffiffippi,  on  ac- 
couiv.  of  the  iiiin.eirfe  ezpencC  in  hanking  a- 
guiiift  thei.iundatio.iof  tne  fea  and  land  floods. 
I  am  againlt  fettling  it  as  yet  ;  and  for  wai- 
ting tutti'i  ti  e  ground  he  more  and  more  rai- 
led by  the  accretion  of  foil,  as  it  hath  been 
three  feet  within  the  fpace  of  fifteen  years." 

Every  thing  concurs  to  Ihcw  that  this  rwer 
ha: enlarged  the  lontinent  rfearly  one  hutnd'red 
leagues.  Not  a  tingle  (lone  not  even  a  pe%ble^ 
is  to  be  found  in  all  this  new  macW  ground. 
The  fee  repelling  that  prodigious  quantity  of 
mud,  leaves,  boughs  and  trunks  of  trees, 
which  the  Miffiffippi  is  conftantly  walhin*; 
down  ;  all  thefe  materials  continually  pulhed 
backward  and  forward,  colled  and  bind  them- 
felves  in  a  folid  niafs,  which  thus  tends  to 
nroiongthis  vaft  continent.  Another  (Inking 
fingularity,  no  where  effe  to  be  met  with,  is, 
that  the  waters  of  this  great  river,  when  once 
they  overflow  its  banks  never  return  within 
its  bed  again.  The  reafon  is  this  :  the  Miffif- 
fippi is  annually  fwelled  by  the  melting  of  the 


Inov.'s  is  the  north,  which  begins  in  March, 
and  continue:  about  three  months.  This 
river  lies  very  deep  at  the  upper  part,  and 
.loes  not  overflow  on  the  ea'ft  fide  until  within 
me  hundred  leagues  of  the  mouth  ;  that  is  to 
lay  on  the  low  lands  i'uppokd  to  be  new 
ground.  Thefe  muddy  grounds  like  all  others 
which  have  not  yet  acquired  their  due  conlift- 
t  nee,  bear  a  prodigious  quantity  of  large  reeds, 
which  flop  and  entangle  all  eMtraneous  bodies 
that  are  wallied  down  the  river.  The  collec- 
tion of  all  thefe  fragments,  with  the  tlimc 
that  fills  up  the  intermediate  ipaccs,  raifes. 
.n  procefs  of  time,  the  banks  higher  than  thc 
adjaccnt  ground  fo  that  the  waters  once  over- 
flowed', are  prevented,  by  this  ohftacle  from 
the  poffibility  of  reluming  to  their  natural 
channels,  and  are  therefore  compelled  to  force 
in  outlet  into  the  fea  by  other  courfes.  The 
new  land  and  i (lands  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mif- 
fiffippi are  laid  to  rife  and  fall  with  the  [wil- 
ling and  abating  of  the  waters.  This  ftory, 
however  wants  confirmation. 

From  the  ailoniSwng  length  of  the  Miffif- 
fippi, and  the  vaft  bodies  of  water  which*  IJih 
into  it,  one  is  led  to  imagine  that  it  mull  etn 
fcquently  be  propoitionably  broad.  EM\ 
traveller  is  much  furprifcd.io  find  the  tlrect 
contrary.  Inftead  of  entering  an  open,  exten- 
live  bay,  the  mouth  of  the  river  is  very  nar- 
row and  '.ontrafted  ;  and  through  its  whole 
courfe  to  New-Orleans,  after  paffing  La 
Loutre,  it  fcarcely  exceeds  half  a  mile  in 
breadth.  Oppolite  the  city  the  river  takes  a 
conliderable  f  weep,  forming  a  beautiful  cref- 
cent,  aloiir-  which  New-Orleans  is  fituaced. 
At  this  place  it  may  be  about  three  quarters 
of  a  mile  wide.  The  levee,  or  imbankment 
which  defend!  the  town  from  the  inundation 
of  the  Miflillippi,  is  elevated  about  three  feet 
a  >ove  the  furface  of  the  country  over  which 
the  frclhes  ftldon' or  never  rife.  The  differ- 
ence between  the  g-.-atcft  height  and  loweft 
bl>  of  the  river  is  fomewhtre  about  fourteen 
feet  peipe'iditiilar.  The  laft  two  years  the 
Miffiffippi  had  riienfb  very  inconfiderably  as 
to  have  excited  much  furprife,  and  fohie  idle 
conjcclures  that  die  waters  of  the  Miff-uri 
had  found  a  new  channel  to  the  ocean. — This 
river  it  is  which  raifes- the  former,  and  difcolors 
its  ftrcam  ;  for  before  its  junction  with  the 
Miffouri  it  is  as  clear  and  limped  as  the  Ohio. 
The  latter  although  fubjtft  to  great  frcihes, 
bat-but  little  effect  on  the  Miffiffippi.  The 
water  of  this  river,  notwithftandittg  its  being 
exceedingly  turbid,  is  nevcrthelefs  very  pala- 
table ard  wholcfonie.  It  is  ufed  entirely  at 
New-Orleans  for  drinking  and  culinary  pur- 
pofes,  the  well  water  being  very  indifferent. 
It  is  carted  through  the  city  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  the  New-York  tea  water,  and  fold  at 
the  rate  of  a  penny  a  bucMtf,  or  half  a  dollar 
a  hogfhead  :  depolited  in  luge  earthen  jars, 
it  becomes,  after  repoting,  of  a  milky  colour, 
and  is  thus  ufed.  When  filtered  it  is  as  clear 
as  cryftal  ,  to  drink  it  in  this  ftate  is  a  luxuiy 
not  commonly  enjoyed  at  New-Orleans.  This 
river  water  is  quite  cool,  and  though  ufed  at 
all  times,  and  in  the  bjgbeft  perfpiration,  by 
ihe  boatmen  ami  laborers,  no  ill  confequences 
enf-ie  ;  its  falubrity  is  furb,  that  the  inhabi- 
tant.; who  conftantly  ufe  it  are  faid  never  to 
be  afflicted  with  that  excruciating  diforder 
the  gravel,  nor  to  be  troubled  with  that  loath- 
fome  infeclion  the  itch.

PARIS,  June  30. 

A  letter  from  Beilinof  the  15th  ftnes  as 
follows  :  "  We  now  know  to  a  certainty  what 
I't.itvs  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  Pruffian  monarch, 
is  an  indemnity  fo}  his  pofleffions  beyond  the 
Rhine,  viz.  1ft  the  Lilhopric  of  Hildeiheim,  in 
Lower  Saxony,  containing  about  S  tfquare 
league*, witS  eight  cities  (amongft  which  afe 
Hildeiheim,  the  population  of  which  amounts 
to  12,000  fouls,  Peina  and  Alfred,)  four  bo- 
rough towns,  and  21.4  villages.  This  country 
though  within  the  circle  of  the  Hanoverian 
ftates,  is  contiguous  to  the  weftern  boundaries 
of  the  duchy  of  Halberftatt,  belonging  to  the 
king  of  Pruffia  ;  the  income  of  it  is  about 
250,000  crowns  currency'. 

2dly.  "The  biffiopric  of  Paderbon,  in 
Well-phalia,  54  fquare  leagues,  with  twenty- 
three  cities,  one  borough  town,  and  236  vil- 
lager, 60,000  fouls,  the  income  60,000  rix 
dollars. 

Sclly.  »  A  part  of  the  biffiopric  of  Munfter 
including  about  one  third  of  that  bithopric, 
on  the-  right  bank  of  the  Rhine,  with  40,000 
inhabitants. 

4thly.  "Eichsfeld,  in  Thuringia,  formerly 
belonginging  to  the  Elector  of  Mentz,  con- 
taining forty  fquare  leagues,  four  cities,  162 
borough  towns  and  villages,  and  74,000  in- 
habitants ;  the  income  is  eftimated  at  300, 
000  imperial  florins. 

5thfy.  "The  city  of  Erfort,  with  its  terri- 
toiy  of  16  leagues.  Erfort  contains  24,000 
inhabitants ;  there  are  73  borough  towns  and 
villages,  and  about  1  1,677  fouls. 

6thly.  "  The  imperial  city  of  Gofslar,  with 
6000  inhabitant":. 

7thly.  "The  imperial  cities  of  Mulhaufen 
and  Nordhaufen  ;  the  former  of  thefe  cities, 
including  its  territory,  13,000,  and  the  lat- 
ter 9000  inhabitants. 

"  The  whole  of  the  indemnities  compre- 
hends 200  fquare  leagues,  and  600,000  inha. 
bitants  ;  potTeffion  wilt  be  taken  at  the  begin- 
niag  of  July,  and  the  inhabitants  will  then 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  their  new  fo- 
vereign." 

We  hear  from  Bafte,  under  date  of  June 
24,  that  the  territory  of  Vaud  is  once  more 
the  fcene  of  infurreftien,  and  that  nothing 


but  the  pr^fence  of  the  French  troops  csn 

prefeivc  the  covntry  frcm  being  entirely  1'tud 
wafte;  the  tytlus  and  the  feudal  rents  conti- 
nue to  be  the  prettxt  of  thefe  illegal  meetings. 
Frelh  troop»  a>e,  however,  to  be  fent  to  that 
country,  for  the  purpofe  of  fupporting  the 
Comnuflary  of  government. 

Letters  from  Corfu  ftate  that  all  nightly 
meetings  are  prohibited  there',  and  that  every 
wife  precaution  is  reforted  to  for  the  purpofe 
of  enfuring  peace  and  good  order. 

England. 

LONDON,  June  2  8. 
Letters  from  the  North  of  Germany  an- 
nounce poli  tively,  that  the  duke  of  Cambridge, 
will  be  immediately  proclaimed  fovereign  of 
the  ftates  of  Brunfwick,  Lunenberg,  and  e- 
leftor  of  Hanover.  The  king  of  England, 
his  father,  will  cede  to  him  all  his  pofleffions 
in  Germany.  The  inhabitants  of  the  eVefto- 
rate  of  Hanover  applaud  this  change  in  their 
government,  which  will  eftablilh  a  fplendid 
couit  in  the  city  of  Hanover.  It  will  not, 
however,  be  carried  into  execution  until  the 
affairs  of  the  Germanic  empire  thall  be  en- 
tirel;  decided.

And  we 
being  clelirousanci  refolved,  as  foon  as  .may 
be,  to  meet  our  people,  and  to  have  their  ad- 
vice in  Parliament,  do  hereby  make  known  to 
all  our  loving  fubjeas,  our  royal  will  and  plea- 
fiire  to  call  a  new  Parliament :  and  do  here- 
by declare,  that,  with  the  advice  of  our  Pri- 
vy council,  we  have  given  order  that  cur 
Cnanccllor  of  thatpirt  of  our  united  king- 
dom, called  Great-Britain  and  our  Chan- 
cellor of  Ireland,  do,  refpeftively,  upon 
notice  thereof,  forthwith  illue  our  writs  in 
due  form  and  according  to  law,  for  calling  a 
new  Parliament  :  and  we  do  hereby  aifO)  by 
this  our  royal  proclamation  under  our  ^rcat 
leal  of  our  United  K.ngdom,  require  Writf 
forthwith  to  be  ill'ucd  aci  oidingly  by  our  laid 
Chancellors  refp*aively,  for  cawing  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  who 
are  to  ferve  in  our  laid  Parliament,  to  be  du- 
ly returned  to  and  give  their  attendance  in  our 
laid  Parliament  ;  which  writs  are  to  be  re- 
turnable on  Tuefday,  the  thirty-firft  day  of 
Auguft  ucxt.

WASHINGTON,  (City)  Auguft  20. 
Extradt  of  a  letter  from  commodore  Morris 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  dated  Gibral- 
tar Bay,  June  26,  1802. 
"Yeli-rday  Mr.  Simpler!,  Conful  from  the 
United  bt ates  of  America  to  the  Court  of  Mo- 
rocco, arrived  at  Gibraltar,-  from  Tangier"*. 
The  Empercr  of  Morocco  has  forced  him 
from  his  dominions  and  declared  war  againfl 
the  United  States.  This  c'ircumftance  I  have 
made  know  n  to  the  American  miniftcrs  at  Lon- 
don, Paris  and  Madrid,  in  order  tha*  ifaey 
might  acquaint  the  Americans  bound  to  the 
Mediterranean  therewith,  recommending  that 
they  fhouid  rendezvous  at  Cadiz,  where  they 
ffiould  receive  as  frequent  convoy  as  our  fqua- 
dron  could  afford.  Should  yoa  make  the  a- 
bove  known  to  the  merchants  in  America,  di- 
redtflg  them  to  repair  to  Cadiz,  before  they 
enter  the  Straits'  mouth,  I  will  call  frequent- 
ly and  take  them  under  convoy/' 

The  following  h  a  copy  of  a  Circular  notice 
given  by  Mr.  Simpfon,  to  the  Confuls  in 
the  principal  fea  port  towns  in  Europe. 
CIRCULAR. 

Gibraltar,  25  of  June,  1802. 
Sir,  J 
I  have  to  acquaint  you  that  the  governor  of 
Tangiers,  in  confeqtience  of  orders  from  bis 
imperial  majefty,  Mully  Soliman,  haicompcllcd 
me  to  retire  from  thatcountry,  his  majefty  hav.

in  and  near  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar,  where 
it  is  highly  probable  they  will  have  many 
fmall  armed  boats.

[The  Dart  alio  brings  difpatches  to  our  go- 
V  vernment.] 

i»That  mmmodorc  Morris,  in  the  United 
aprake,  failed  on  the  2111 
nrder  to  have  the  na- 
ture of  feme  demands  made  by  the  emperor 
of  Morocco  on  our  government  explained  ; 
the  wind  being  light  from  the  weftwaid,  pre- 
vented the  fhip  from  keeping  her  ftaticn,  the 
commodore  was  obliged  to  return  without  ef- 
fecting his  object.  On  the  24th  Mr.  Simp- 
fign,  oat  conful  atTancc/iers,  difpatched  a  boat 
to  inform  commodore  Morris,  that  he  was  al- 
lowed 15  days  to  confider  whether  the  de- 
mands would  be  complied  with  or  not — but 
on  the  day  following  (the  2  5th)  the  conful 
received  orders  to  quit  the  emperor's  domini- 
ons in  one  hour,  otW-rwifc  he  Ihould  be  held  as 
a  Have,  for  that  the  emperor  considered  him- 
felf  at  war  with  the  United  States.  Imme- 
diately the  conful  with  what  fmall  part  of  his 
furniture  he  could  pack  up  in  fo  Ihort  a  time, 
got  on  board  a  boat,  and  arrived  at  the  Rock 
that  evening  ;  next  day  war  was  declared  in 
form  againft  the  United  States  at  Tangiers. 
A  few  days  after  the  Danifh  conful  came  o- 
ver  from  Algiers,  and  informed  that  they 
•were  fitting  out  all  the  boats  they  could  for 
the  purpofe  of  annoying  our  trade,  and  that 
fome  of  them  had  not  more  than  20  men  on 
board.  The  emperor's  demands  were,  that 
his  veffels  with  wheat  on  board,  fliould  be  al- 
lowed to  enter  Tripoli,  (now  under  the  bloc- 
kade) and  that  we  mould  fend  a  frigate  to 
convoy  the  Tripolitan  fhip  at  Gibraltar,  to 
Tripoli.  Mr.  Simpfon  informed  iiim,  that  he 
could  not  grant  fuch  favors.

NEW- YORK,  Auguft  18. 

The  following  information,  received  from 
eapt.  Bull,  arrived  this  morning  in  35  day;, 
fi  on'  C-.Jis,  will  ferve  to  elucidate  the  ftory 
of  yefterday,  relative  the  conduit  of  the  em- 
peror of  Morocco.  Capt.  Bull  fays— That 
the  emperor  did  order  mr.

There  is  no  information  at  the  Navy  De- 
partment (as  on  an  enquiry  I  have  been  infor 
med)  that  any  of  the  Tripolitans  arc  out^iid 
there  is  no  reafon  to  fuppofe  that  any  of  them 
have  been  able  to  efcape  the  vigilance  of  the 
three  American  and  the  three  Swedifh  veffels 
ftationed  off  Tripoli.  The  account  brought 
to  New-York  from  Cadiz,  that  the  Tripolitans 
have  taken  two  American  Veffels  and  one 
Swede,  has  probably  proceeded  from  the  re- 
port prevailing  in  Gibraltar,  that  on  the  17th 
June,  a  pirate,  off  Cape  Pelos,  had  taken  a 
Philadelphia  brig,  in  the  prefence  of  another 
American  veffel  ;  and  had  alfo  on  another 
day,  plundered  a  Swedifh  veffel  without  taking 
her — and  I  am  further  inclined  to  confider  the 
Cadiz  account  as  an  idle  rumor,  from  this  cir. 
cumftance — that  a  letter  from  James  Yard, 
dated  Cadiz,  July  9th,  1802,  does  not  menti- 
on any  thing  of  the  kind. — So  intcrefting  an 
occurrence,  if  true,  would  have  beer?  known 
to  him,  and  would  i'urely  have  been  communi- 
cated.
